Bombers Sink 
3 Destroyers 
Of Royal Navy 


LONDON, May 12.—(CP)—The 
Admiralty announced today that 
three British destroyers have been 
sunk by German bombs in the 
castern Mediterranean. 

The destroyers wére the Lively, 
Jackal and Kipling. 

* More than 500 officers and men 
from the three ships were saved. 

Complements of the three ships 
were believed to total about 600 
officers and men. 

All three were new, the Lively, 
1,920 tons, having been completed 
in 1940, and the other two, each of 
1,695 tons, a year earlier. Normal 
complements of the smaller ships 
were 183 men, the Lively’s prob- 
ably somewhat larger. 

“Yesterday afternoon a_ force 
consisting of four of our destroyers 
was heavily attacked by German 
aircraft in the eastern Mediterran- 
ean,” said the communique, 

The Lively was first hit and sunk, 
and when the remaining three de- 
stroyers were subject to further 
heavy attack the Kipling was sunk. 

The Jackal, also badly hit, was 
taken in tow, but had to be sunk 
this morning, the admiralty said. 

During the attacks British Beau- 
fighters destroyed one of the 
Heinkel bombers and damaged at 
least seven, the communique said. 

The loss of the three ships brought 
to 77 the number of British de- 
stroyers sunk in 32 months of the 
war.

“I notice also that you are to meet 
a committee on this matter on Sat- 
urday next, the 16th instant, looking 
to a refunding arrangement, 


OBJECT IN WRITING 

“My object in writing to you is to 
ascertain if there is any hope of the 
City of Edmonton being included in 
any favorable refunding plan. As 
I think you know, the average rate 
of interest at present paid by this 
city is approximately five per cent 
and our total outstanding obliga- 
tions are between twenty-six and 
twenty-seven million dollars. 

“You can readily see, therefore, 
that any reduction which might be 
obtained would be of very material 
assistance to this city. Our tax rate 
at the present time is 51% mills and 
the reuson it is so high is due to 
the comparatively large annual 
amount of funded debt charges. 
Each reduction of one per cent that 
we could obtain on our interest 
commitments would be equal to 
$265,000 per. annum, or almost five 
mills. 

“Should an opportunity occur 
during the coming negotiations to 
incorporate Edmonton's funded debt 
in any arrangement made by the 
province I sincerely trust that you 
will use your utmost endeavors to 
this end.”

DEFENCE IN DEPTH 

By attacking Kerch, the Germans 
may be striking at a section of the 
Russian line where they have the 
best chince of success, Part of the 
Russian strength is defence in 
depth, which condition does not ex- 
ist in the short, narrow peninsula. 
If forced back, the Russians would 
have no place to go but into the 
strait. 

One thing noticeable about the 
new German drive is the emphasis 
on air strength. The German com- 
munique speaks of German and 
Rumanian troops “supported by 
strong formations of the air 
force.” 

Hitler, who has suffered heavily 
{n the air during the long winter 
campaign on the central and north- 
ern fronts, probably has been hold- 
ing a gteat many planes in reserve 
for the spring offensive. German 
factories have been working at top 
speed all winter turning out planes, 
and some new types which presum- 
ably ha®e been developed have not 
yet been scen in action.

SPREAD THIN 

The luftwaffe has been spread 
rather thin by the fighting in Rus- 
sia, Britain’s offensive in Western 
Europe, and the hostilities in che 
Mediterranean and Africa. Ac- 
cording to British figures, the R. 
A.F. is holding more than 60 per 
cent, of the luftwaffe on the de- 
fensive in France, Norway, Ger- 
many, Sicily and Libya.

Suffice it to say at 
present that, as far as Canada is 
concerned, since the question of 
the plebiscite was first discussed 
and since thé vote has been taken, 
nothing has been said nor anything

The presentation at this time of 
an amendment to abrogate Clause

The statutory restriction ‘con- 
tained in Section 3 is the one re- 
maining restriction on the govern- 
ment's freedom of decision and 
action in all aspects of Canada's 
war effort. The section was in- 
cluded in the National Resources 
Mobilization Act at the time the 
bill was before parliament because 
of a commitment arising out of 
promises and pledges from which 
the government and members of 
parliament have been released by 
the results of the recent plebiscite.

I gave the strongest reasons why 
this false impression, and the in- 
justice being done Canada in the 
eyes of our own people and in the 
eyes of the world, should be ended 
as speedily as possible, In those 
reasons and in the fact tuat already 
it is desirable to extend the scope 
of service under the National 
Resources Mobilization Act to other 
| parts of this continent and adjacent 
islands, you will find, I believe, 
wherein the war situation has rend- 


ered necessary the _ introduction, 
without delay, of the proposed 
amendment to the National, Re- 


sources Mobilization Act. 

In view of the grounds on which 
you have tendered your resignation, 
I cannot but feel that you have 
given to the decision of the govern- 
ment a significance it was never 
intended to have. I therefore feel 
that before taking any action on 
your letter, I should place before 
you, anew, the situation as I see it. 

You may feel that, in the light 
of what I have said, you would care 
to reconsider the request of your 
letter I shall gladly await any fur- 
ther consideration you may wish to 
give the matter.

Give the devil his due. Hitherto Hitler 
has not resorted to the use of poison gas. 
But from Moscow at the week-end came a 
report on one section of the Russian front 
the Nazis had planted mines which gave 
off gas that had the effect of causing para- 
lysis. This, it was said, was apparently 
an experiment with a new type of explo- 
sive. Which leaves a possibility that the 
lethal effect of the fumes had not been 
taken into account by the enemy high 
command. This at least is to be hoped, 
though Berlin should lose no time in ex- 
plaining. 

In any case, the warning given by Mr, 
Churchill is timely and clear, and should 
have the unqualified approval of the Allied 
peoples. No person who has any human 
feeling in his make-up can avoid a shudder 
when he thinks,of this peculiarly cruel 
weapon being brought into use. That will 
never be unless the enemy introduces it. 
But should he do so, there will be no 
course open to the Allies but to reply in 
kind—and to do this immediately on 80 
wide a scale that popular protests in Ger- 
many may compel the Nazi authorities to 
abandon the hideous practice. 


They Drove Right In 


The good news from Burma is all the 
better news because it records something 
more than a set-back for the enemy. The 
Japanese were not simply out-fought, but 
out-generalled. What evidently happened 
is that General Stillwell and his Chinese 
associate commanders laid a trap, into 
which the invaders rushed as fast and as 
far as their motor trucks would carry 
them. When the trap closed the Japanese 
spearhead was no more, while far in the 
rear Chinese forces recaptured Maymyo 
and struck at Mandalay. 

It is notable, too, that when three or 
four thousand of the advance forces had 
fallen the survivors piled into their trucks 
and headed back over the road they had so 
confidently followed up to and beyond the 
Chinese border. That disposes of the 
somewhat common supposition that Jap- 
anese soldiers are all Samurai and would 
rather die than retreat. They are not. 
Their bravery is not to be questioned, but 
it doesn’t extend to the hari-kari degree. 
The emperor may be of celestial origin, 
but his troops are of the earth earthy. 

With the monsoon rains due in ten 
days or so in the lowlands, this reverse in 
the northern mountain country may have 
a dislocating effect on the Tokyo plans. 
Should Lashio and Mandalay have to be 
given up, the Burma campaign is likely to 
end in a swamp, literally as well as figura- 
tively. And, if so, the threatened invasion 
of India would be off the program for this 
Season, 


Planning An “Out’? 


A group of German generals are re- 
ported to have served notice on Herr Hit- 
ler that if he loses the fight with Russia 
they will take things in their own hands 
and set up a non-Nazi regime. The report 
may be just another orphan rumor. But 
less likely things might happen. If there 
is any truth in the story, the correct ver- 
sion probably is that Hitler and the gen- 
erals have conspired together to pull off a 
“wash” revolucion if the Russian campaign 
ends in defeat; in hope that some sort of a 
supposedly democratic government could 
get a negotiated peace from the Allies, 
and Germany be saved fror: punishment. 

Since the days of Bismarck the num- 
ber one point in Berlin strategy has been 
that war must be kept out of Germany. 
The fighting must always be done outside, 
the damage inflicted wholly upon other 
countries; German homes must never feel 
the horrors that a foreign invasion means 
to other peoples. In keeping with that 
principle of trickery, the Kaiser was made 
the scape-goat at the end of the last war, 
chased out of the country, and a republic 
set up. We may be very sure that the 
dodge will be tried again if the Fuehrer 
‘meets defeat, by whatever particular 
method seems most likely to succeed. 

Even the Nazis are not backing Hitler 
because they love him, much less_ non- 
Nazi Germans; but because they hope he 
can lead them to world mastery. If he fails 
he will be cashiered and the party liquid- 
ate itself—perhaps by the procedure indi- 
cated in the current report, perhaps by 
some other method. Then a supposedly 


non-Nazi and anti-aggression cabal can 
hold out the olive branch,

Men who are aware that life 
depends on their actions simply 
cannot continue the interminable 
conferences, the buckpassing, the 
jurisdictional disputes, the re- 
liance on peacetime formalities 
that now are nauseatingly over- 
abundant, Seemingly men can 
only perceive such obvious things 
under great pressure, The offis 
cers of Government must some- 
how learn that in a very real 
sense they are standing precari- 
ously on the cliffs while the 
enemy is pouring up the beaches.

New Designs 
Of Furniture 
Are Cirtailed 


OTTAWA, May 12.—(CP)—Or- 
ders curtailing new designs of 
furniture and limiting designs, 
material and finish of school fur- 
niture were announced today by 
the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board on behalf of James EF. Fer- 
guson, administrator of furniture 
and business. 

The board said curtailment of new 
designs was designed to provide ec- 
onomies which would enable manu- 
facturers to produce for sale at re- 
tail at current prices. 

One regulation makes mandatory 
upon manufacturers the filing with 
Mr, Ferguson before Aug. 1 any de- 
sign, pattern or style not used pre- 
viously before April 15, and all new 
designs to be manufactured between 
July 31 and Dec. 31 this year. 


SOME EXCEPTIONS 


“The (future) use by any manu- 
facturer of any new design, pattern 
or style,” the board said, “is to be 
conditioned upon discontinuance of 
a design, pattern or style previously 
used by him for the same kind and 
quality of furniture,” 

Furniture for hospitals, pro- 
vincial governments, the federal 
government or any agency of 
such government may be manu- 
factured in any design. 


Manufacturers are forbidden by 
the orders to post date any invoice, 
ship furniture on consignment, or 
share retailers’ advertising costs. 
They are required to charge dealers 
for sampies of upholstery covering 
when cut in sizes of more than 
54 square inches, and prohibited 
from exhibiting furniture, before 
Jan. 31, 1943, at any national fur- 
niture exhibition. 


SCHOOL FURNITURE 


School * furniture may not be 
manufactured from any material 
other than birch, maple or such 
other Canadian hardwoods, except- 
ing oak, as may be approved by the 
administrator, nor in any finish 
other than “school brown.’ These 
provisions do not apply to iron and 
steel standards for such furniture, 
Chairs are hereafter to be made 
in such present designs and sizes as 
authorized in writing by the ad- 
ministrator,” except that tablet arm 
chairs are to be manufactured in 
two designs only, these to be author- 
ized in writing.

The changes are 
retroactive to April 1. 


Probationary sub-lieutenants in| 
all branches will receive: $127.50 a! 
month, compared with the previous | 
rate of $120. This will cover the 
period during which they undergo 
training at naval establishments in 
the larger cities and at the coastal 
dockyards. 

At the end of this training the 
officers become full sub-lieutenants | 
and in some cases lieutenants. For 
these ranks an increase of $1 has 
been authorized. 


EQUAL ALLOWANCES 

The new regulations set forth that 
marriage allowances of all officers 
and ratings will equal those paid 


to the other armed forces. Up to 
now naval marriage allowances 
have been considerably less than 


this was off-set somewhat by higher 
payments to officers and men 
obliged to provide their own living 
accommodation. 

Now a_ reduction has been 
made in the rates paid for pro- 
viding accommodation. In the 
case of officers $1 a day has been 
taken from this allowance, but a 
minimum fs set of $1.70 per day 
below which the reduction is not 
effective.

The villages into which Dr, Al- 
lyn's work takes her are comprised 
mainly of Hindus, with but a few 
Mohammedans who live by them- 
selves. The natives are most friend- 
ly, and appreciate the work being 
done by the mission ‘hospitals.
